“A state of anarchy exists In 
Mexicon and communsm is spread­ 
ing with Government help,” Calles 
declared when he arrived at the 
Brownsville airport.

Three Others Ousted 
Summarily ousted with Calles, 
v ho for eleven year ; ruled Mexico 
with ftrf iron hand, were: 
Luis Morones, former Minister of 
labor.

and fork, and took o u t m y handkerchief and clapped it across m y face, 
and w ept like a child.” No one can dispute but th a t M r. Stone used this 
word in ap propriate fashion!

in “polite society” as ra th e r crude an d vulgar.

S tern e’s own “S en tim en tal Journey T hrough F ran ce an d Italy ,” an d B ar- I 
rie’s “S entim ental T om m y” have p erm an en t places in literature.

New York and began to m ake up words. W e did it for th e pure fun of it. j 
I suggested th a t B urgess should m ake up a new dictionary of th e w ords and 
add m any m ore T he idea was carried out and “B urgess U nabridged” ap - I 
peared! 
Ju st a nonsense book, but highly en tertain in g . 
Even collectors 
now h u n t it o u t! 
Lafcadio e a rn w as forever looking up unused an d unusual words. 
H e would im port rare a n d stran g e books from all over th e world th a t 
he m ight th e b e tte r im prove his m an n er of expression. 
Few w riters have I 
ever excelled h is clear, lucid, an d colored style. 
H e h ad crta in favorites, 
w hich every w riter h as .and by them m uch of his ap p aren tly lo st w rit­ 
ings have been identified. 
Volume afte r volum e h as appeared since he 
died in Ja p an som e 30 years ago.
